Amongſt which Ward per- 
teiued that Fiſher was baund fe: Cagland, V Vardbe- 
lincred vnto bim the valew of one hundꝛetd pounds, to 
be giuen te his wife, and ters unewlle ofthe compa- 
ny (accoꝛding totheir abilttie⸗) deliuered Fiſher money 
foz thetic wives aus ftte ds voon bis fatthfall pꝛomiſes 
to fre the ſame perkoꝛzmed.

Foz bi- 
mer being imploted ina Yarchants ſhip, V Vard hales 
him to him in the Zreighte, s at his comming queTtong 
With him about his wile, and Whether be had deltug- 
red the hundzeth pounds he ſcat by him: Fiſher affirmd 
that he had, but be knowing thecontrarp, and charg- 
ing him withit, Fi er could not greatly deny it. V ard 
thought to pip himſelfe fo2 his loſſe betoꝛe they parted, 
and made no moze ado? but entred his ſhip, and diſpo⸗ 
Neſt him of all fuch geods as be was fraught with, 
leauing him ts take what ozder, and te make what rec- 
koning he could with the Parchant, and giuing peacea- 
bledepartuce to him andhis company. 

This d rooke Fiſher into a deepe quandary, pet hee 
knew rat hoiv to mend himſelfe: but after theſhippes 
were cleere he began to renile and raile again V Vard 
and to giue him bad and diſcontented ſperches, which 
food not with V Vards minde and reſolution to b:ooke, 
oz put vp, ſo as he pzeſently utted himſeife and booꝛded 
him againe : this encounter was woꝛlle then the fitſt, lo 
it was deadly. Ye was noſeoncr polleſt ot hun, but full 
of fury and impatience, hs cauld him to de very vilolp 
bandled and after he had duckt himathis pard arme, 
he tooke his life alſo from him. The reſt of Fiſhers com- 
pany, be gaue liberty to chesle whether they would ſerue 
him, o follow the way their Maiſter went befoze them.

fo; what his euer (tight had committed raſify: which ap- 
peafed them allkoꝛ that time, go wbeit it was like ta haue 
pꝛoued verp daungervus to their genetall estate, had 
not good woꝛds ſo eaſilꝑ paciſied it.

anchoꝛed ſaſe, as high as Caithagenia, nete adiopning 
to Cape Paul, x bd the aduantage of which, we had run 
in 15 dates almoſt 500 leagues with a Levant, which is 
as much as ts expꝛeſſe to him that vnderſtands not the 
woꝛd is, when the winde is Nozthea0; and as they call 
it a Penent, when it biowes Southeaſt: a thing in theſe 
ſ-aes chanſing, is by all and the beſt Parriners actaun⸗ 
ted very rare and wonderfull, which pꝛoſperous x hopes 
kali pzomiſing paſſage, was by all of vs accounted to be 

of great aduantage, ſince that nothing teuld happen al⸗ 
thoilgh with much induſtry defired) that might and 
moꝛ auailcable tothe lurtherance of our Uotage to god 
effect. 

But it is a ring no leſſe common, then commonly 
p2oued true, that many things happen betwen the cup 
and the lip, man purpoleth and God viſpoſcth: that who 
truſts himſeite vpon the pinacles of foʒtune, is moſt reas 
dieſt to fall vnder the tempeſt of ruine: that when god 
hap and hope, bealth and wealth are at the higbeſt, and 
like the gloꝛious mozning Dunne is vp carl to awake 
vs, with the pꝛomiſe of a delight full day, pet enen then 
immediately, by the overcharging of the clowds,thc day 
ts ouertcaſt and our expectation fruſtrate, the © un hath 
fozſwke 5 pꝛomiſe to lend vs his beames; calmencfſe 
is turnd to te ane the fatrnes we had but hope on, 
is turned to fearfulnes we had pzofe once, even ſuch 
was our hopefulleſtate,q ſo ſudden was our alteration, 
Foz having gotten with thts faire wind ſo high as Cape 
Paul, the winde pzeſently began to be moꝛe dbller == 
calme,and ſhoztly after to chop vp weſterly(which was 
againf vs) when neither hands noz mindes being idle 
we plped it off on the Cape 30 the winde would giue vs

could, hut to a botles purpoſe,foz alter long chaſe, the 
came bp alſo to vs; and being ech within the vnderſtan⸗ 
dingofthe other, they called aloud to vs and bad vs as 
main fo2 the great Turke, theit Paſter; to wid we an 
ſwered,that we were Englihmen and Chat tans. who 
whileſt we had either power oz abilitie to reſiſt , would 
not peſantly yeld vp dur fra dom to any Pagan bzeah⸗ 
ing. But what ot all things we leaſt doutted ( ſ@ing 
they who bayled vs were Turkes) it was that Chziſti⸗ 
ans and our Countrymen, ſhould do ſeruices amongſt 

Infidels. 

Pet fozcertaineif pꝛooued contrary, namely, that 
all the Saplers and Sea faring men within theſe thz& 
ſhips; to wit, of the Admirall, Utzeadmirali and Rear- 
admiral, were all of them Engh{hmen,and all are moſt 
of them knowen to our Paſter .

And one Foxclcy, an ancunt man of their Near ad⸗ 
mirall. 
The lat of which, mol ferncl7laking vy, as ſtern⸗ 


ly tolo vs, that if we would not pzeſcntly Urike our 15. 
atle 
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4 ſaile, thereby foſhew our e was immediate they 
would lep vs directlp aboard with theu chips 4 as reas 
dilp fin:ke vs. 

When-we as reſolute to repell, as our enemies were 
ready to offer, boldly anfwered them, that if they were 
as conſtant as their ſpeech to lay vs aboard, we willed 
them tome on, fo: we were fitted to bid them welceme. 
But ſuch a hot intertainment ſhould they finde, as ell 
the water that bare them, ſhsuld hardip bzing then: into 
a cole temper againe, being then indeed purpeſcly 
minded (finding little comfozt by refitance, and no aſ- 
ſarance to eſcape) ts burne our ſelues and them toge⸗ 
ther. 

When they bnderftanding our intent, bp the bold⸗ 
nelle of cur anſwere, compalled vs about on cue: x ſive, 
with pzeparation to fight, and at length to ünke vs 
with their ozdinante, being ſo well enabled foz ſuch a 
deadly purpoſe, as Turkiſh Pirats (beſoze this our ta- 
—— haue, bin neuer heard to be ſo trongly fur- 
niſhed. 

But fo our purpoſe, wee ſ&ing them ſoreaty foz the 
encounter, neglected notbing of the ſtrength wee had, 
to foztifiz vs fo2 our defence. ſome of vs managing all 
things fitly beneath, whilſt that others mand al things 
readily abaue: tuery man of vs haning made his ſouls 
fit foz heauen, and conſenting his body to a watrp 

graue. So that we beſa ch you now to conceine,that we 

 hadfitted our nettirg. bung cnt dzablers, that i ou ſæ 
vs ready ſoz a Sea fight, we baning little but fatibful- - 
neſſe andcourage to with and them, and they like a vis 
olcnt Sea ready to beat againſt an vnfoztified ſhoare, 
Where the weabcft miſt of fo2ce be duerthzo ne. 

So that as they were rei dy focall vycn vs in fire, and 
kre as fmriſher tomake avfir ere in flame there were 
divers E plil}in.co among thcm whom they had foken 
beloze) in pʒiloutd in chalves like Caues, and tondem- 
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ned to perpetuall lauerte in pitty.of vg belike, finding 


it vnp2ofitable it houls ſeeme) to complaine fo2 them 
ſelaes, with teares in their eyes, which ſhewed thep 
had ſoꝛto w in their hearts, who crped and called alonde 
vnto vs (t ſpecially to dur Paſter, h Banter, Ly name) 
that as we were mien, as we tendzed dar owe ſafeties!

not to thote ſo much as the voice of one ſmall hot as 
cainikt them: foz if we did, ſach as was their ſeatence, 
111ch ſheuld be dur ends, continuallthzaldom. Foz this 
was a decra amongſt them which they had eſtabliſhed 


* ſh-uld ftanoureuscable ) that what Chziſlian ſocuer 


they met, (be he of what Country ſoeuer) if bee ſubmit⸗ 
ted it not vpon the firſt ſommons oz durſt be ſohardy, 
as tzeutdate them with thelca of bzeath betokening 
death : if he were taken he ſhouls die a laue , if not ta⸗ 
ken, they would ſtake them in the fea. Foz our partes

With which woꝛds of theirs enen the Jnfidels them⸗ 
ſelues being moued to compaſſion, by which you may 
iavge (ſe ing no other ſafetie but bdeſfrucion) that wo 
had reaſon to be dziuen into tonſide ration of our ſtates, 
ſo that after a ſgcond ſumm bs we had patley with theſs 
our deſperate enemies, fo2 the ſpacs of an koure,the end 
and purpoſe was, Wether we would p&1d foz our libers 
ties, 02 giue our bodics foy Dea: when we conſidering 
dow vnequally we were matched, beeing incompaſſe» 
round about and aflaulted with th2:> ſhippes, the Ad- 
mirall carrying 30. pietes of Oꝛdinance, and the other 
two wherwith thep were conſozted, hauing 28 a piete: 
beſide fire hundzeth Markes with ſmall ſhot; who are 
held the beſt hot in the wozld, wee being but 20. men, 
« our (hip bearing but a 11. pieces of Dzdinances,ws 
ffrucke our ſailes and pelved, holding it moze diſccett⸗ 
on to ſt and to their mercie fo our liberties whome we 
had no abilitie to confound, then deſperately and wil⸗ 
fully to deſlrop our ſelues, and the eſtate wee had of 
pours,fo2e-ſeing that by ftghting wee could not pur⸗ 
Chaſe our ſafetie, and the beſt of. our reſiſt ante mult des 
termine with perpetnall Nauery. 

Thus after our pelding, Dir; they Wehe boars 
ded vs,4 commanded that cur Batter and elcuen of ant 
Company werecarrred aboard their Admirall, where 
aſter conſultation had amongſt them, and wer ſeuerally 
diſperſed into tdeic chippes, and diuers appointed to 
goe aboard of ours, itb&ing almoſt darke when wer 
were taken, we were foz that night guarded, and everp 
man hauing his Centinell to watch him.

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The nert Pozning the Captaines of the men of 
Ware conſulted, how to diſpoſe of vs and our ſhippes, 
where in this miſtoꝛtune it foztunately fell out, that our 
Daſter hauing in fazmer Uoyages, much vſed the 
Trade of tranſpozting of Paſſengers,from Argicr,and 


Tunis, to Alc xandria, and Cor. ſtagtmople 5 h ſemed- 


well to be remembzed by many of theſe Pirates whom 
mozethen we erpeced lamenting our caſe) info; 
their Captaine, what ſeruice heretofoze dur Paſter had 
done to their Nation, as alſo what cut tiſie bath _— 
ſelnes, and diners of their friendes had received at his 


hands; that our ſhippe was not a ſtranger vnts them, 
foʒ our aſter had bzought in her the laſt Uopage, the 


great Baſhaw of Tunis, fram Conſtancinople to Tunis, 

Which foztunate accident, was one and the chiefe 
cauſe;that pou ſh all ſæ pour Ueſſell againe, oz, we our 
Countrey 4 Families: and another, that our ſhip was 
lapden with cozne, which they vtterly neglected, as a 
commoditte vnwozthy of them. In bzicke, the ende of 
their conſultation was, that our ſhippe ſhould be re- 
ſtozed: which vnderſtod by the ſoutdiers (J beſeggh 
you, let it not grieue pou to read, what with terroz wer 
did behold) how they pꝛeſently tame aboard vs, fell vio- 


lently to ranſake: pilliging our Traffick, cutting down 


our Cabbens, and ſtauing pur cheſts ta pieces, leauing 


vs nothing to tall our owne, but what we had on our 
backes, they tooke away all the powder we had,faning 


what our D2dinance was withall, leaning vs 
not ſo muchbeſide, as would pꝛepne one Peece- They 
bereft vs of moſtof oux great ſhot, all ourmuſkets, all 
our ſmall ſhot, ofour match,pikes,ladles, ſpunges, ras 
pters.\wo2ds,daggers of al neceſſary munition fo2 des 
fence whatſoeuer: leaving nothing with vs (what ne- 
ceſſitie ſo euer ſhould ſucced) but the vaſte ſea, and the 
vnconſtant windes to defend vs. 
Neither ſeemed this crueltie to them (ufficient, but 
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of VVard the Pirate. 
as they were about to leaue vs; having as it were be 
thought thf of ſome new encounter;thep violenfly tame 
backe, at whoſe teturne building no great confidence 
in the pꝛomiſes of Tutrkes and Pirates) wee expected 
(either daughter en davery t)*But- confeory te dur ry? 
pedation although bade e) better was their purpoſr, 
namely fo fearefrom vs park ok ent Dailes and Tatk⸗ 
Ungs; to take from vs oor Bee, Poke, Cables, all 
dur Butter, and Chaſe Riſe, and Dyle-ſo that although 
they gaue vs liberty; they would not fatie vs without 
languichmenk, although they could finde in thetr hearts 
to bid vs farewell, yet they would doe the beſt in them 
tonſiſted, to familh vs eare we tould teme home.

poze birds were we caught: ſo h partly with feare not 

to dare to diſtruſt them, and partip with hope to reſerue 

— ſomewhat, who were certaine wee had loſt all, enery 
4 man diſtributed vnto them what be had, namely of our 
nedeſull ſhifte of apparel, to wit'e, unnen and wollen, 
andourPaſter P. Bariſtcr, who was to goe aboꝛde of 
them, euen his whcle pzouifion, to the ſiſuer whiltle and 
Chaine about his ne: ke, ſo that all that euery man bad, 
bee might ſay it was on his backe. Still doping that 
theues might pꝛout to be men of their woꝛds, and that 
there might be found ſome cdſcience in the, becauſe thep 
were our tountrimen. In ſhozt this was the ſacceCe of 
it, when wee found our ſelues to bee diſcharged, euerp 
man began to enquire foz him to whome he had delive- 
red, but ven of In uenius they wers ſtolne away in the 
night, and our on ne Countrymen bad made vs them 
Coſens. Sothat being thus cheated cf all our ſhift 
whatſoever, the incurtence of which at Sea, I knowe 
you ned not be remembzed off. wrebegan tocompleine 
vs of our wꝛong, tothe Turkes, and implozed their af- 
fiſtance, who ſtreiaht made vs this anſwere, ſince our 
atwae aatian yd ſerucd vs ſo vacriſtianly, oat con- 
ciencs 
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a the rate. 


ſcience were it in them to bee courtcons 'bnto vs? af 
which cold comfozt Sir, everp man began to ſhrincke 
already, foz want of ihift he knew hee ſhould bee lowſie 
befozehe gotte home, but Neceſitas non habet legem, and 


when there is ns remedy to bee had, it is but botles to 
make reſiſt ante. 


Bythis time our maſter and his company ( A beſech 
you vaderſtano) are diſcharged and ſent backe againe 
and our Conſozts men put in to vs, ſothat when they 
ſawe they could take no moze, they heauecd bp their 
hands and bad vs be gone, oncly in dur ſight direaing 
our Conſo2ts ſhip tbepearie foz Iunes. 

If any man ſhall farther aſke of vou what entertain; 
ment our owne Countrimen gane vs ſince vou had be- 
foze to vnderſtand, that Pater Maſſers make coſens, 


nay all their Sea-faring men were Engliſhmen, true ⸗ 


ly J muſt repoꝛt to vou they vſed vs well, J ant ſo well 
that the deuill in the hab bit of a Tuitke, would net have 
bſed bs wozſe, loʒ hauing had that which they expected, 
they could by no meanes affoo2d vs god worzdes, ard 
with mach a To allow vs bꝛead and water. Now tfthis 
were not cut teſie from our owne Countrimen, J hope 
there is no man will erpect further evidence. - 

But by the wap, J beſech pod to vaderſfand, that 
when we had p2oned it fe2 certaine , Neceſſitas non habet 
legem, when we ſaw there was no temedy, but foz ſafe- 
ty wee moſt lubmit euerp one ot vs ſo farre as the octa⸗ 
ſion of time would permit, endeatoured to make the 
beſt ſhift as hecovldfo2 himſelfe, which was to convey 
in ſecret the particuler commodities and aduentures 
bot h of our owne andsthers of cur eſpeciall fre indes at 
home, and wtichpurpoſe of ours (beſoꝛe they had bo- 
ded vs) with much induſtry we had purchaſed 
ſome of thetr deepe amongſt the Cone, and ozdering 
ſome in ene plate ſome in another,whcre we thonghtit 
might de 9 
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But the deuill, hauing bzpad eyes and quickeſigh- 
ted. they loke farre, and little is done that can be con» 
cealed irom him, and J hope you will not deny but theſe 
1 | are ol his ueare acquatatance, fo that bte wee as charie 
as ere wer could (theſe gatlamofty of roagues, J dare 
now call them ſo, being indede moze renegado than 
Zurkes, fox what conference we had we recetaed from 
them in Kalion) they did ſach romige in every cozner, 
that they were oneriokers of all and what they did find 
whith they thought not vnwozthp to bee contemned fog 
55 the taking, they held it diſcdur telle to leaue it abod, it 
N was vnneteſſary to bewaile vnto them, this is the Par⸗ 
2 chants this is our own, oꝛ this is our friends foʒ what- 
| ſogaer they liked and layd hands on (being all ſharers) 
theprryed one ta another, this is fo2 bs, v poſſe non 
it eſſe, their will is a law, they are free men ofthe Sta, 
aud their Uüberte muſt haue no reſiſtance.

ſes, it is now contrary with vs, ſoʒ we were glad enen 
to our ſoules when wer had loft them. our eyes dad bidde 
them heartily fart wel et had we not the heart to ſhake 
. hands together, we were not alittle glad when welo- 
ked backe, and ſawe them as fart e a ſtearne as we could 
deſcry them, but we were glad inderd, when we beheld 
log certaint that we diſcernes them not at all, ſo that fog 
that night we were aut ol Ben the one of the other. 
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But the moꝛning after by bꝛeake of the day (although

Theuing is thetrliaing, blond is their exerciſe, tiranie 

is their pzactiſe : Chailtians ate turned Turkes, and 
Tacks arc the ſons of denils, then what gov can be ex» 

- pected fromthem? D what a lamentation is this, that 
in one minute by p craelty of villaines fonrſcoze g fonte 

Fathers (alt bs bereſt at their ſons, ſo many wiues be 

bereft of their husbands, and no doubt ſo manp Chil⸗ 
det be diſpoild of their parents: acalamitie ſo exceeding, 
that me thinks, enen but at the repozt thereof, all chzi⸗ 
ſtendome ſhould bes made vp into one hand foz the re⸗ 
uenge theiref, 


But welladap this Tragedie is aded, death and lla / 
uerp vlurped bpen theſe * ts, well might wo pi⸗ 
N 3 © 
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tie them , bat we knew we could no way pꝛeuaile to 
their helpe, ſa they neither making to vs, nez we deſt⸗ 
tous to haue moze acqua ntance with them, awap 
ſteard we foz the woze, and ion full men ue were pou 
mult thinke, hauing now nothing to loſe but our liucs 
where we were clareof them the lecond time. 


But who is deſirous to ſhunne Scillas doth com- 
monly fall vpon Caribdis, who carefully ftrines to audits 
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5 a dangerous rocke, doti often fall vpon moze denouring 
2 | ſands: one miſchance doth ſeldome oz neuer come, but 
« there (ucceedes another as his inheritoz, oz accozding 


to our Eng'ih pꝛouerbe, we ſtriue out of Gods bleſſing 
into the warme ſunne; euen ſo it tared with vs, foz the 
vet ie next dap after we had diſcharged our ſelves of bad, 
we were ſubiec to fall into the tawes of wozſe, being 
now moſt eagerly purſued by a bloudp French man of 
warte, and a Pirate ike the other, of whoſe cruelty we 
bad heers of ſo many befoze , that we accounted our 
ſelnes compaſſed even in the armes and gripe of death, 
being but ceme within his ſight,foz when the other doth 
vſe but to kill ſome, and make (lanes of the reſt, this bps 
bold it as cuſfome to make murther of all that ere he 
takes:this ts not alntted with thehanging of one, two, 
th:&,nap twenty,butifhe happen to be at the taking of 
a hundꝛed, he bindes them back to backe, and but ies tht 
together, 

Foz twodayes and a night this French Pirate had 
vs in chaſe, and the wind beginning to grow duller and 
calme (although our ſhippe was of indifferent ſpe&de) 
be was come within a mile of vs, ſo that the nerer wer 
percetned him, the nærer we iudged our ſelues to our 
ſudden deſtruction; it was in vaine to (trine fo make 
ſhift foꝛ our bodies; foꝛ we had nothing to any purpoſe | 


wherewtth to make ſhift withall Wiherefozc euerp one 
baning betaken himſelfe to his pꝛapers foz the goo of 
bis 
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dis foule, we were ready to offer ont ſelues vp into the 


bands of him from whom it was in vaine to expect any 
mercy . 


So that being all armed with this determination, 
and voide of all frare, ſince we bad no hope whercon to 
ancho2 our treft, yet it pieaſed God who is the defence 
of his leruants, when we leaſt thought of helpe, when 
all expenation of reſcue was fruſtrate, and when wee 
had giuen our liues over to the ruin of their hands, and 
ourvodiesfo g ſeas, to ſend in ſight of vs fine ſhips vn» 
det ſaple, when we (although we knew not what they 
were) cycſe rather to fall into the hands of them, whoſe 
purſuit made no attempt againſt vs. than to ſubmit our 
ſelues vnder the trueltie of him, who ſo long had held 
v- in chaſe, which to cffect we made althe ſped we tould 
to get vp to them, & whith intent ot ours this French» 
man miſtruſting he on the contrarie troue as much as 
in him lay to cut vs off from our purpoſe: but ſpight of 
his pzactiſe, we being come within their ken, end that 
we ge ther might diſcerne our inward myſtery by our 
outwarde ſignes, wee expꝛeſt the liucly motions of vis 
uteſſed men, as by knaling onour knees, and holding 
by our hands, which they percetuing, although not 
knowing what we were they in charity made vp to vs, 
and in thozt time we were come within their com⸗ 
mand, which this French man conſide ring, and gelling 
it would not pꝛoue much fo; his eaſe to make vp any 
neœrer, he ſpꝛang alofe, and left vs. 

Theſe Ships pzoued to be foure Engliſhmen, and one 
Fleming. Bot by your patience, I muſt gine pou to vn⸗ 
derſtand, that vatill we had truclytafted their curtcſte, 
we were as iealous of them as of ano of the reſt, ma⸗ 
king a doabtfull queftion, whether it were pellwle that 
truth 92 honeſty might be met at ſea. 

Dft;cſe Ships Cngliſh, one was Paſtet Stanley, a- 

nother 
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nother was Paſter Humfreyz the other two Ships, the 
one was of Yarmouth, andthe other of Linne, at the ma⸗ 
ting of whom, I pꝛap you vnderſtand there was no lit- 
tle iop on both ſides, in them, that they had ban a means 
to reſcue their tountreꝝ men; in vs, that they had pꝛe⸗ 
2 ſerued our liues, and what was left of yours, | 
2 But nothing is there in this wol, but is tranſitozie 
like our (clucs,our life is not permanent, no moꝛe is our 
foztunes; we haue top in this minute, and (ozrow in 
the ner; We camercrying into the wozlo, and we mult 
N goe weping out, all which is verified in vs, foz as J 
2 vegan with ſoꝛtow, ſo far as J can ſæ pet, J muſt make 
N my pet iod in ſadnes: foz ſcai ce had our top felt an houre 
| of embzacement, oz out comfozt giuen a harty ſalutati⸗ 
N on the one ta the other, when p2eſently they might per⸗ 
ce iue our ſelues the third time to be had in chaſe by a 
% man of warre,and his Pinneſſe, who dzawing nere 
1 | bp to vs, we perceined it was Captaine Danicker of 
8 Arygicr, which Ship of his is ſo potent in ſhe w that it 
fl ſemed to vs any way reſiſtlefſe, foz he caried 55. pœces 
, of Oꝛdinance, beſides 400. Turkes with ſmall ſhot. 

Rome,comes he amongeſt the thickeſt of our fleet,as 
it he had had power to ſweepe vs away with his bzeath, 
but when he came nere to vs, he cauſed bis followers 
to wafte vs amain with their gliſtering ſwo2ds, thzeat⸗ 
ning toſinke vs the one after the other, if at his com⸗ 
mand we did not immedtatly ſtrike, ſo that we thought 
we were now falling a ma/oadpeius, 

Tyefirit Ship they came vp into was aſter Sears 

top, wyo ſing the ſa ſtrongip furniſhed, ſo laden with 
Oꝛdnance, and ſo powerfull tn ſhot, he fozthwith pel⸗ 
ded humnſelfe vato him. 
Paſtet Humtrey and the other two Ships of Yar- 
mouth and Lin, by this hauing got the winde of Danſe- 
ker, they ſeared backe againe to Paſter Srartop,inten- 
ding 1 vt moſt endeauonr to reſcue him. 
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_ 01 V/arathe Pirate. 
aff calling aloude ts him, they bid him hopſe vp his ſas 
les ag une, vowing to him by the faith they ought to 
their Countrep and lone to their Countrep-men, they 
would neuer fozſakehim, they would fgyt fo: him to- 
ſkue him, o die with him. 

But whether it were that £9. Startop miſithing af 
their reſolution, foꝛeſe ing theo nerttrenged ofthe Danſ- 
ker, oz wyether he was conquered with the Dutch - mans 
cath and pꝛoniſe, witch was, that her would neither 
. ranſackeno2 pillage any thing from him he rekuled to 

poyſt his ſailes and conſented tothe peelding. 

Which Y. Humtrey andthe ref percetuing,and not 
willing further to daunger their one ſhippcs, eucry 
m in ſhifted fo2 them ſclucs, and ſo eſczped. Pur hippe, 
and the Flemming were the Leer ward of the whoie 
Fete, ſo that when he was pocſſed of . Stactop, 
then comes he vp to vs poꝛe Vinquithed men, but it is a 
bwieleſſe mention to remembet pou holu cc ſily it was 
fo2 him to deals with vs, who had neither powder no o⸗ 
ther munition to offend him. 

The firſt hee ſpoke when he came vp to vs, was, 
A command pou to ſtcike ſaile and follow me, and me ſ&- 
ing it were a botleſſe reſiſtance and that there was no 
remedie obeyed hiun, onely we entreated dim to bs god 
vnto vs, and told him that we had beene robbed by the 
Tunis men of wa te, Confederates with Ward, net fire 
daies befc:e. Captaine Dan(ckerdemaunted of M aſlet 
Startop, whether the relation of our ſupꝛiſall was true 
oz no: who conſt antly in our bebalfe affirmed it to be 
true, when hs like a pꝛoude (yet we may call dim an ho- 
neſt) Pirate talde vs, that ſince the men of Tunis, had had 
vs in hand, he ſcoꝛned to rob an hoſpitall: to aff!tct where 


was miſerie befo:e,o2 to make pay ofthem who pas no- 
_ kyiugleſt. Daely by 4 * commanded vs, er 
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Newes from Se. 
hot off thꝛer preces of D2vinance as a thankes fo him, 
o2ranſeme foz our libertie and depart: but we certifying 
him, that ſuch was the crueltie ol cur enemies, that wes 
had not ſo much ett whereby to gratiſie his curteſie, and 
anſwer his command. he fozthwith gaue oꝛder we ſhould 
be diſmiſk, but kept the Flemming and P. Startop. 

The Flemming was laden with Coꝛne, and vpon it 
lay diners truſſes and bales of rich ſtuffes to the valt w 
of twentie thouſand pound, the which Stuffes he toke 
away from them, veing the Marchants gods, but not a- 
ny perticuler adventure that was bus to any p2tuate 
nian: lothat this is the difference betweene theſe two 
Pirates, (W-rd of Tunis, and Danſcker of Argier;) 
Ward makes pꝛep of all and Danſeker hathcompaſſion 
of ſome; the one confemmng to be charitable to any, the 
other holding it hatefullto take any thing from them, 


4 — 


* who labour in continnall dancec to maintaine their 


lines. And we haue heard that the lite cauſe as this, was 
the falling out betwirt theſe two Pirates: fo2 cer- 
taine they are now at difference. 

This Flemming (who befoze wee bane ſpoken of) 
though at the firſt he commanded him with hem, the next 
day he diſmiſſed him and ſent him after vs but M. Star · 
top and his whole compante hee carrped away bvircely 
fo: Argier, whers what will ſucceed vnto them it is yet 
vncertaine. 

But J mult be belde to remember peu, what in this 
diſcourſe J have omitted, that befo2e hee left vs, ſos of 
dur confederates,men, who vpon our fiiit taking were 
diſcharged out of their ſhip, intoours of the Chari(1c ſer · 
ing how vncertaine was their hope, and how continuall 
was their danger (ſince enery ſhippe we ſaw, wee muſt 
feareto be a Pirate) they intreated of the Danicker that 
de would be pleaſedto ſetthema ſhoars ; when hee not 


only 


onely condiſcended to their 
foure ſhillings a pete, to helpe to carry them vp into the 


Countrep of Spatae. 


Thus to our ſezrow, hauing ſzne dur god friend 
Maiſtec Startop, and his whole Compante hop ſted to- 
ward Argier, our ſelues(conſoꝛted with the Dutchmã) 
put in at Alma nika in Spaine, whexs we intended to res 
patre vs, ot what neceſſ tits wee lacked that might fur 
nich vs to2 our better ſafetie home ward. The Goner- 
nout of which (hauing at large vnderſtod what had 
happened vnto vs) commannded that wee ſhould baue 
all things that we thought nevdfull fo2 vs, and offcred vs 
a dundꝛed men fo2 a ſaſe-guarv euery night, while wee 
ſtayd there to repaice our wants, leaſt they ſhould come 
backe, oꝛ anyotherof their Crue to doe vs iniurp. 

But while we remained in this Harboꝛz, repaicing 
our ſhips and furniſhing our wants, there was Newes 
bzought to the Gauernour : the tenure whercof were 
ſpꝛead thus: That the Cruſimo,who at the firſt was but 


a lanizarie, and ſince aduanced by his conſederacie with 


Ward, is now the pꝛime Gouernour of Tunis, That 
Ward hath a while rety2ed him from Dea, and ſendes 
fo2th his Colleagues, as he did the fleete which ſurpꝛiſed 
vs, not minding to put bimſelfe to hazard againe vppon 
the maine, till they can take a ſhip fo2 him, ſhall be Ow⸗ 
net of thꝛœſcoze ptetes of Oꝛdinance, in emulation that 
Danskers beares 5 5. That whatſoeuer his confederates 
bung in to htm, they tranſpozt if foz ſaile to Sophe, 
and Sancta Cruce, 2. Pozt Townes, that lead vp to Ho- 
rocco and Feſle, that while he continues in Tunis he is 
not idle. but pz aciſeth the cating of oꝛdnãce, t in train- 
ing vp thoſe Zurkes which hee hath purchaſed leaue to 
leaup (as it is repoꝛted ot the Grand Signior) in ili⸗ 
tary Diſcipline.

Beſides, there are many more ſhippes haue 
beene take n by theſe Pirats: the names of whoſe 
Maiſters and the names of whieh ſhippes are 
not yet collected to bee knowne:as for certaine, 
few or no parts in our Land hath eſcaped free. 


As 2. from Briſtole, 2. of Foy, 1. of Saltaſh, 
2. of Plimoth, one great ſnip of Dartmoth, one 


of Saleren, one of r, 3. ſhips of the North- 


countrey, and many more there are yet abroad, 
which before they can compaſſe our Harbour, 
muſt if they doe eſcape, yet not eſcape without 


great danger.
